All of the witnesses, except 
Wiley, will be asked about their 
reported association with Rob- 
ert B. (Barney) Baker, a Team- 
eter representative who has 
worked in St. Louis occasion- 
ally. The committee plans to go 
into Baker’s financial affairs 
at considerable length, Ken- 
nedy said.

Baker, who will be heard 
after the St. Louis witnesses, 
has been described by Ken- 
nedy as a former New York 
“waterfront tough.” The coun- 
sel said he is an important 
figure in the investigation.

Official sources in Taipei 
said the Communists were 
moving troops, tanks and anti- 
aireraft artillery into position 
opposite Quemoy.

RUSSIAN WOMAN

MOSCOW, Aug. 11 (UPID— 
Nina Ponomareva, the Russian 
woman discus thrower who 
was arrested in London two 
years ago for shoplifting hats, 
has been expelled from the 
Soviet national track and field 
team for “uncomradely con- 
duct. 

The newspaper Soviet

The ruling body of Soviet 
track said the two women were 
guilty of “egotistical and un- 
comradely conduct.”

It said Miss 
Zybinm and shot put ace T. 
Tyshkevich ‘aroused repro- 
bation” among spectators and 
sportsmen when they refused | 
to mount the winners’ stand | 
to receive their second and 
third place medals in the So- 
viet championships ait Tallin 
several weeks ago. 

In October 1956 Nina was 
convicted of shoplifting in Lon- 
don and sentenced to pay $8.82 
in court costs, after she re- 
turned five stolen hats worth 
about $3. She had gone to Lon- 
don with a Soviet squad to 
compete against a British team. 
Following her arrest the Rus- 
sians canceled the meet. —

VANGUARD IS CALLED MOST 
STABLE OF SATELLITES 


WASHINGTON, Aug. ll 
(AP)—Vanguard I is the most 
stable of the manmade moons 
and the easiest to track, Dr.

-MOSCOW, Aug. 11 (UPID— 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
blamed President Eisenhower 
today for Russia’s decision 
against immediate summit 
talks. He said he hopes the 
United Nations General As- 
sembly will open the door to 
top-level negotiations. 

Khrushchev said in a new 
message to British Prime Min- 
ister Macmillan that the con- 
ditions set down in Mr, Eisen- 
hower’s July 25 message made 
summit talks impractical. He 
told Macmillan: “You, in fact, 
supported him.” 

The President called for ap- 
plying U.N. Security Council 
rules to the East-West talks. 

This made it “definitely 
clear that the examination of 
the Near and Mideast situation 
would take place only in an 
ordinary meeting of the Secur- 
ity Council with all negative 
aspects and shortcomings pecu- 
liar to it under its present com- 
position,” Khrushchev said. 

He went on to say that Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles made it clear that the 
United States would enter sum- 
mit talks in the Security Coun- 
cil only “to justify the aggres- 
sive action of the United States 
and Great Britain in the Mid- 
dle East.” 

He said such talks would 
“not provide for a serious dis- 
cussion by the heads of govern- 
ment of the situation in the 
Near and Middle East but 
would be a fruitless waste of 
time.” 

The United States with Brit- 
ish support, Khrushchev 
charged, “indisputably sought 
to drag us into a labyrinth of 
fruitless discussions.” 

“In these circumstances, we 
came to the conclusion that it 
was necessary to convoke not 
the Security Council but a spe-

lieves Residents May : 


Be Reluctant to Ac- 
cept Increase 
Powers. 


St. Louis county residents 
may be reluctant to accept 
recommended county govern- 
mental changes involving in- 
creased authority for the Coun- 
ty Council, chairman Frank L. 
Martini of the council “said 
today. 

“Municipalities in the coun- 
ty are showing willingness to 
work together on a co-opera- 
tive basis to improve their 


services,” Martini said. “But 
I am not sure the people would 
look favorably upon any 


changes that seemingly would 
reflect a trend toward cen- 
tralized authority.” 

Martini was discussing the 
report made Saturday by the 
Committee on Municipalities 
and Services in St. Louis Coun- 
ty, a group established jointly 
last year by the County Council 
and the County League of Mu- 
nicipalities, 

Stronger Role Urged. 

The committee recommend- 
ed authority for the council 
to initiate steps to establish, 
eliminate or consolidate county 
municipalities 
tricts. 

The report also proposes a 
stronger role for the county 
government in providing basic 
services such as highway con- 
struction and highway traffic 
regulations regardless of muni- 
cipal boundaries, and in police 
protection, planning and zon- 
ing, and building regulation 
and inspection. 

Martini said he and other 
councilmen had not had time 
to make a thorough study of 
the report. 


“My first reaction is that | 
the residents may not go along | 


with any proposal to give the 
council greater power in an- 
nexations by the municipaliti- 
ties, or in the establishment 
or consolidation of municipali- 
ties,” he said. 

Martini said it is generally 

agreed that some of the cities, 
towns and villages in the coun- 
‘tty are not large enough in 
area, population and taxable 
*wealth “to perform the serv- 
dices they should.” ~ 
- Can Work Co-operatively. 
_ “Still, under the law; a group 
of municipalities can work co- 
operatively to provide those 
-services which one munici- 
pality alone cannot provide for 
its residents,” he said. 

Martini said the committee 
sought in its report to: show 
how existing services can be 
improved and needed services 
can be provided. 

“The residents would be in- 
clined to look more favorably 
on any recommendation wrere 
it can be shown they can save 
money by following it,” Mar- 
tini said. “Otherwise they may 
not want to make substantial 
changes in their government.” 

Readily Acceptable. 

The proposal that groups of 
communities buy and use co- 
operatively specialized fire 
equipment that is beyond the 
means of any one member of 
the group, is the type of rec- 
ommendation that will be read- 


ily acceptable in all quarters, | 


he said. 

“The suggestion that the ad- 
ministration of the jail be 
separated from the sheriff's of- 
fice, and be supervised by a 
warden under the Department 
of Welfare, has been made be- 
fore,” Martini said. “The wel- 
fare department hasn’t had any 
more experience than the sher- 
iff in handling prisoners.” 

The committee’s proposal 
that property tax billing be co- 
ordinated, and that cities, 
towns and villages contract 
with the county government for 
billing and collection of their 
real and personal property 
taxes, is similar to a pending 
council proposal, Martini said. 

“I believe the county now 
has contracts with about six 
small cities to collect their 
taxes,” he said.

The U.N. committee, set up 
in 1955 to study what radiation 
may do to man and his environ- 
ment, voted down a Russian

j}ons. Instead, the committee 


adopted this guarded language: | 


“Radioactive contamination 
of the environment resulting 
from explosions of nuclear 
weapons constitutes a growing 
increment to world-wide radia- 
tion levels. This involves new 


| and largely unknown hazards to 


present and future populations; 


| these hazards, by their very 


nature, are beyond the control 
of the exposed persons. 

“The “committee concludes 
that all steps designed to mini- 
mize radiation of human popu- 
lations will act to the benefit 
of human health. Such steps 
include the avoidance of un- 


necessary exposure resulting | 


from medical, industrial and 
other procedures for peaceful 
uses on the one hand. and the 


cessation of contamination of | 


the environment by explosions 
of nuclear weapons on the 
other 

“The committee is aware that 
considerations involving effec- 
tive control of all these sources 
of radiation involve national 
and international decisions 
which lie outside the scope of 
its work.” 

Czechoslovakia and the Unit- 
ed Arab Republic supported the 
rejected Russian draft which 
would have called for an end 
to the tests. Opposing were the 
United States, whose represent- 
ative is Dr. Shields Warren, 
and Argentina, Australia, Bra- 
zil. Canada, France. Japan. 
Mexico, Sweden and the United 
Kingdom. India abstained. 

The long-awaited report will 
be considered by the General 
Assembly of the United Na- 
tions in New York this fall. It 
is also expected to be discussed 
at the second international 
atoms-for-peace conference in 
Geneva, Switzerland, Sept. 1-13. 

Findings of the committee 
were warmly praised in a state- 
ment yesterday.by the United 
States Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. In the controversy over 
the fallout, the AEC has taken 
the position that estimates of 
possible damage were greatly 
exaggerated, and that bomb 
tests must continue. 

“It is Important to note.” the 
AEC said. “that in so far as 
leukemia and bone cancer are 
concerned, the committee has 
pointed out there is no cer- 
tainty that fallout will produce 
any additional cases of either 
disease 

Related Hazards. 

“At the same time, the com- 
mittee has taken pains to esti- 
mate the greatest number of 
cases which might result from 


fallout under the most pessi- | 


mistic assumptions. The esti- 
mates for genetic effects caused 
by fallout would constitute only 


'a small fraction of probable 


leffects caused by natural radi-

SUME VETERANS 
FUND DRIVES HIT 
BY HOUSE GROUP 


WASHINGTON, Aug. il 
(AP) — A House committee 
wants laws to protect the pu- 
blic from what it termed un- 
scrupulous professional fund 
raisers who have collected 
donations in the name of 
some veterans groups. 


In a report charging that the 
public has been fleeted in 
some fund drives, the House 
Veterans Committee said yes- 
terday: 


“It is doubtful that the 
American public would be as 
liberal in support of some fund 
raising programs of veterans’ 
organizations if they knew that 
such a small percentage of the 
contributions were used for 
charitable purposes.” 


Legislation Urged. 


The committee recommend- 
ed that Congress pass legis- 
lation to: 


1. Require that at least 50 
per cent of gross income 
from unordered merchandise 
sent through the mails be 
spent for the veterans in 
whose names it is solicited. 

2. Prohibit those who use 
the mails for charity drives 
from selling mailing lists of 
persons who contributed. 


3. Require fuller disclos- 
ure of organizations char- 
tered by Congress or organ- 
izations mailing unordered 
items with the aim of col- 
lecting money in the name of 
veterans. 

The committee report 
summed up findings of hear- 
ings last spring on eight vet- 
erans’ organizations — four of 
them chartered by Congress. 

Two Groups Criticized. 
Of these, the committee 

particularly criticized two—the 
Disabled American Veterans, a 
chartered group, and the now 
defunct National Association of 
Veterans Employment Coun- 
cils, which was unchartered. 


The report said the DAV, 
which gets most of its money 
from selling car key identifica- 
tion tags, spent $312,000 of its 
funds collected for veterans on 
a speculative television pro- 
gram that flopped. 

The report said the DAV 
spént more than $50,000 from | 
1950 to 1957 for gifts, most of 
which it said were bought by 
DAV National Adjutant Vivian 
D. Corbly from a supply com- 
pany in which he owned stock. 
This, the committee said, “a 
pears to be a clear conflict of 
interest.” 

There were reports an at- 
tempt will be made to unseat 
Corbly at the D.A.V. national 
convention opening today in 
Louisville, Ky. William N. 
Morton of Cincinnati, who said 
he spoke for the Cincinnati 
delegation, said his group will 
spearhead the ouster move. 
Corbly lives in Cincinhati and 
has his office there. 

Morton said the D.A.V. “is 
being wrongfully harmed and 
misjudged by the controlled 
acts of the national adjutant.” 

Called ‘Highly Improper.’ 

Of N.A.V.E.C., the commit- 
tee report said the group’s 
executive director, Harold A. 
Keats, rented buildings he 
owned to the organization; that 
he got money through expenses 
and per diem payments, and 
that other N.A.V.E.C. board 
members “also enjoyed ex- 
tremely liberal expense ac- 
counts.” The report described 
this as “highly improper.” 

Of the other’ chartered 
groups, the committee said: 

It found only occasional fund 
raising abuses by local Amer- 
ican Legion posts and this was 
a problem for the Legion it- 
self. 

The Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Buddy Peppy campaign 
was basically locally conducted. 

The American Veterans of 
Wotld War II has insufficient 
national control over fund rais- 
ing by state departments, but 
that the fund raising was 
deemed limited. 

Of the other non-chartered 
groups, the committee said the 
Blinded Veterans Association 
and the Jewish War Veterans 
were not seeking donations 
publicly now. The committee 
told the Military Order of the 
Purple Heart to supervise its 
direct mail fund raising cam- 
paign more closely.

He boasted it 
took only seven years to finish 
the Kuibyshev power station 
while “the most famous Amer- | 
ican station was built in 20 
years.” 

In a brief reference to for- | 
€ign affairs, Khrushchev 
charged that the United States 
and Britain had been forced by 
world opinion to drop alleged 
plans for an attack on Iraq. 

“Fhe threat of war in the 
Middle East is still very acute,” 
Khrushchey said, “and we shall 
do everything to achieve the, 
end of military intervention 
and withdrawal of imperialist 
troops from Lebanon and Jor- 
dan.” 

“We shall do everything to 
bridle the most aggressive 
circles in the West,” he said. 
“If they disregard common 
sense and begin a new war we 
shall do everything to rout the 
aggressors and establish for 
good peace on earth.” |

PLEA FOR PEMISCOT

The prosecuting attorney 
eonferred last Friday with Dal- 
ton, who advised him to con- 
tinue his investigation and 
pointed out that the attorney 
general's office could not step 
in unless directed to do so by 
the Governor. 

Vickrey said he has received 
complaints of irregularities, 
particularly in the contest for 
the Democratic nomination for 
county collector between Ray 
J. Campbell of Hayti, the in- 
cumbent, and B. F. Rogers of 
Cauruthersville.

There’s an Art 
To Making 
A Really Good Salad 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD

A SALAD crisp as mountain air, colorful as a garden 
in bloom, and subtly seasoned can go a long way toward 
establishing a woman’s reputation as a knowledgeable 
eook. (Or # man’s reputation, for that maftér, since the 
ranks of salad chefs now number many masculine mem- 
bers. ) 

Within the past decade salads have gained new 
stature in the culinary world. Statistics show an amaz- 
ing increase in demand for salad vegetables. 

Since 1940, salad vegetable crops have increased 
by more than 50 per cent. Salad vegtables now 
account for 40 per cent of all fresh vegetable pro- 
duction. 

The average homemaker has acquired at least a 
nodding acquaintance with such greens as romaine, Bos- 
ton lettuce, escarole, chicory and endive as well as ice- 
berg lettuce. Today a hearty salad frequently plays the 
leading role in a menu, instead of being relegated to a 
part in the supporting east. 


Why this growing interest in salads? Probably the 
most important reason is that so many Americans, men 
as well as women, are now nutrition-and-calorie conscious 
and realize that the salad bowl can be a little treasure- 
trove of vitamins, with a low calorie count. 


Another sound reason is that it is so much fun to 
prepare a salad. Here is an opportunity to use every 
bit of artistic ability, to give one’s imagination free rein 
in working out combinations of ingredients—and surely 
anyone who enjoys cooking finds in it a creative satis- 
faction. 

Styles change in foods just as surely as they do in 
fashions or home decorating. Gone (and good riddance) 
are the ‘‘tricky’’ salads that were oncé the vogue, the 
‘‘Raggedy Anns’’ in which a peach half was decorated 
to resemble the face of a rag doll. True, such innova- 
tions may amuse the youngsters, but for adults the 
smartest salads are the simplest. Too many garnishes 
may spoil the effect, just as too many doodads may ruin 
a dress. 


There are a few points to keep in mind when pre- 
paring a salad. First of all, give some thought to the 
fact that men and women have divergent tastes when it 
comes to salads. Most men like substantial salads; women 
tend to prefer fruit combinations with sweeter dressings, 
or salads with a gelatine base.

Keep salad ingredients cold until they are combined 
for serving; they should be arranged at the last moment 
to keep their fresh, crisp appearance. If canned fruits 
are used, chill thoroughly and drain well. Canned meats 
may be cut a few hours in advance, if the slices are 
wrapped in waxed paper and —" in the refrigerator. 


Be careful not to cut pieces of food too small; they 
should be large enough to retain shape and character. 
* 


Beware of serving a sweet dressing on meat, fish, 
poultry or sea food salads. But do experiment with dress- 
ings to bring out all of the best flavors in any type of 
salad. Try these additions to a basic French dressing, 
always using a light hand: 

For green salads, crumbled Roquefort or Bleu 
cheese. 

For fruit salads, a little red jelly, sieved cream 
cheese, or shredded nuts, 

For fish salads, finely eut watercress or cucumber.

The radiation field in outer 
space was first detected by 
America’s Explorers I and III. 

Data collected by Explorer 
IV, which is currently being 
evaluated at the State Uni- 
versity of Iowa, showed that 
Starting about 250 miles up 
the intensity of space radia- 
tion appears to double with 
about every 60 miles of alti- 
tude. There is no information 
as yet on how far out into 
space it extends. 

The Washington scientist, 
who cannot be identified be- 
cause of his position in the 
Government scientific pro- 
gram, said he thought a space 
traveler could not survive 
such intense radiation ‘“with- 
out very heavy shielding—so 
heavy a space ship couldn't 


carry it.” 

Dr. Strughold, however, 
says that “nothing is insur- 
mountable.” He suggests shield- 


ing a space ship with a one 
millimeter layer of lead and 
flying “very fast through this

Lebanon’s Mother-In-Law 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Now that the smoke (but not 
the fire) is clearing away in Leb- 
anon, one thing becomes increas- 
ingly obvious to anyone who faces 
the facts. 

The truth is that we intervened 
in a local fight between local - 
iticians. Moreover, we moved 
over the head of the United Na- 
tions, and upon very dubious, if 
any, legal authority. 


Much as we blame the Commu- 
nists for their known subversive 
activities elsewhere in this world, 
let us for our own good not fail 
to see this present Lebanese sit- 
uation as it is, and deal with it 
as it is. 


Let us stop for a moment think- 
ing about troop movements and 
concentrate a bit on the psycho- 
logical factors here. Human na- 
ture is what we are dealing with. 
Did you ever know a well-mean- 
ing mother-in-law who moved in 
with her son and his wife and 
tried to “help” them settle their 
marital problems? id you ever 
know it to do any good? 

Or wasn’t it better to let them 
handle their domestic arguments 
between themselves? 

We are the mother-in-law in 
Lebanon. Let’s face it. We came 
in at the invitation of a discred- 
ited political figure. He has now 
been deposed by popular will. 
Notwithstanding, he insists on 
hanging on to the last day of his 
term. And we insist on hanging 
on there too, in spite of the free- 
ly expressed desire of the Leb- 
anese people that we get out. 

Aren't we honor-bound now to 
pull our Marines out of there— 
and do it at once? Or must we 
compound our own original error 
of judgment by trying to hang on 
and attempt to justify it on a basis 
unsupported by the facts?

Valley issue no 
speeding tickets to any motorist 
in a pleasure car who is driving 
under 40.m.p.h., 10 miles over the 
posted speed limit or any com- 
mercial vehicles traveling under 
35 m.p.h., five miles over the 
legal speed limit.

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No Desert Here 


Within the limitations imposed by those 


who created it, the Committee on Municipali- 


ties and Services in St. Louis County has pro- 
duced a thoughtful, knowledgeable and stim- 
ulating report. Former Council Chairman 
James A. Singer and his colleagues on the 
committee know what they are talking about. 
Their recommendations generally are both 
practical and reasonable as far as they go. 


In effect they urge that the county govern- 
ment play a more prominent part in furnish- 
ing municipal service, especially to the many 
small towns and villages that suffer from tax 
bases so inadequate that they cannot provide 
proper services on their own. Since the coun- 
ty cannot deal in services in a community 
without that community’s consent, this neces- 
sarily means greater use of the contract meth- 
od that is available now for health, police and 
certain inspection services. 

The County Council and the County League 
of Municipalities limited the committee 
to a study of the relationship between the 
county government and the multiplicity of 
other governmental units within the county. 


Thus the very existence of St. Louis had 
to be ignored. And so for purposes of the 
report the county is bounded on the east not 
by the eighth largest city in the United States 
but by a desert. True, this does not neces- 
sarily invalidate the committee’s recommen- 
dations even on matters that are conceded to 
be metropolitan in scope. St. Louis county 
can, if it pleases, seek solutions to its problems 
by itself. Such solutions would be better 
than none, but they are likely to be both sec- 
ond-rate and excessively costly. 

The Metropolitan St. Louis Survey made 
clear, if everyday experience had not already 
done so, that there are limits to the capabili- 
ties of individual municipalities in metropoli- 
tan districts to cope with their problems. This 
is especially true in such fields as traffic, 
transit, planning and economic development, 
among others. Some agency with a broad 
governmental and geographical base must 
take them on. And that is why the people 
of city and county have brought the Metro- 
politan Board of Freeholders into being. 

Virtually all of the shortcomings in govern- 
mental organization and in governmental serv- 
ices in the county that the Singer committee 
details could be approached together if the 
county and its multiplicity of petty jurisdic- 
tions were incorporated with the city in a 
Greater St. Louis. This is one of the four basic 
solutions that the Freeholders could submit to 
the people at the polls, and in a very few 
months it will be clear exactly which way the 
Freeholders intend to move. 

If they decide instead to proceed along lines 
of a limited district plan, then the need 
for drastic internal reforms within the county 
can be tackled along the lines suggested by 
the committee’s report. Assuming no basic 
change in the county is contemplated by the 
Freeholders, then a great deal remains to be 
done. The Singer committee has contributed 
a first-class blueprint for getting on with that 
job, 


Standing by His Convictions 

It is not easy to cast the only negative 
vote when hundreds of others are all voting 
in the affirmative, but sometimes it is the 
right thing to do nonetheless. Such an occa- 
sion arose at the annual convention of the 
National Association of County and Prosecut- 
ing Attorneys in Atlantic City. The proposal 
before the prosecuting officials was to indorse 
the legalization of wiretapping in connection 
with law enforcement. The Supreme Court 
has repeatedly upheld the ban on evidence 
obtained through eavesdropping in federal 
cases under the Communications Act. When 
the vote was taken at the national convention 
only one prosecuting ‘attorney among all those 
present voted against the proposed legaliza- 
tion of this invasion of privacy. He was Cir- 
cuit Attorney Thomas F. Eagleton of St. Louis. 
For his courageous vote Mr. Eagleton deserves 
the community’s gratitude and appreciation. 
Time will prove him in the right. 


Action on Welfare Funds 


The Senate’s startling revelations of labor 
relations abuses should have at least one 
concrete result in this session. The House 
has. passed and sent to conference the bill 
for public reporting on welfare and pension 
funds. 

For a while the House dallied with this 
measure, aS some insurance companies and 
employer representatives argued that it was 
all right to regulate union welfare funds, but 
not all right to regulate funds managed by 
employers. The House, like the Senate, final- 
ly rejected the argument. 

It is not true that mismanagement has been 
found only in union-controlled welfare funds, 
though the worst abuses did occur there. 
Four years ago House investigators charged 
that some insurance company men had split 
fees with the unions to get their business. 
Last year, a suicommittee under Senator 
Douglas of Illinois reported instances of mis- 
management, secretiveness and lack of know- 
how in er.ployer funds. 

Surely the public has as much right to know 
about these as about union welfare funds, 
but there are other reasons for a public dis- 
closure law. 

Employes, as beneficiaries of welfare funds, 
have a stake in their sound administration as 
part of the terms of their employment. The 
Federal Government has an interest because 
the funds usually involve tax exemptions. 
Finally, the nation as a whole has an interest 
in funds which amount to nearly 30 billion 
dollars and hence represent a major invest- 
ment in the national economy. 

A public disclosure law is an indirect means 
of assuring millions of citizens that their wel- 
fare is being protected. House and Senate 
now stand agreed on that point. 


Looking at Air Travel Insurance 


Does the air-traveling public pay more for 
insurance than is fair and reasonable? This 
question has spurred an inquiry by a congres- 
sional subcommittee under the chairmanship 
of Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming. 

Preliminary findings by the subcommittee 
include reported evidence that the air travel 
insurance business is so profitable “that the 
companies have been paying fantastically high 
rentals to airports for the privilege of selling 
their policies.” Oddly enough this business 
seems to be operating in a legal no man’s 
land. It is virtually free from both federal 
and state insurance regulation. 

Air risk insurance now is and increasingly 
will be an important aspect of protection for 
individuals and for families. It should come

under careful scrutiny and every proper con- 
trol. The inquiry which Senator O’Mahoney 
heads up is a sound way to begin. 


Aside From Propaganda 

If the 81 members of the United Nations 
General Assembly wish to avoid a purely 
propagandistic and empty debate on the Mid- 
dle East week, Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold has shown how they can do it. 

Mr. Hammarskjold proposes that the United 
Nations offer international economic and tech- 
nical assistance, “to the extent that” the Arab 
nations pledge themselves to non-aggression 
and respect for each other’s territory and 
internal affairs. 

The Hammarskjold plan is realistic and po- 
tentially productive. Economic progress is 
impossible without stability. And since Arab 
nationalism is based on promises of raising 
living standards, the Middle Eastern nations 
would be challenged to accept U.N. assistance 
at the price of peace. In sum, the aid offer 
could be a powerful lever of bargaining for 
a real Middle Eastern political settlement. 

Presumably President Eisenhower had some- 
thing like this in mind when he told reporters 
last week that troops could not win peace, 
and suggested “positive” and “constructive” 
solutions of the Middle East’s problems. But 
the President’s view has so far not been his 
Secretary of State’s view. Neither if it cer- 
tain. at all that if the United States does pre- 
sent a positive program it will be a United 
Nations program. Measures carried out and 
directed by the U.N. will have the best chance 
of success, and the best chance of turning 
the Assembly session into more than an un- 
productive argument between “aggression” 
and “indirect aggression.” 

An exchange limited to propaganda is like- 
ly to be self-defeating as well as fruitless. The 
world wants to hear honest talks about future 
peace, not angry recriminations about old ani- 
mosities. The most convincing and effective 
move that the Administration could make in 
the U.N. debate is to translate Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s sincere views into support of Mr. Ham- 
marskjold’s peace project. 


Blossoms in August 


Among those who seem to have done all 
right by themselves in politics is Bernard J. 
Buenemeyer. Mr. Buenemeyer, still on the 
sunny side of 50, has been chairman of the 
Clinton County (Ill.) Republican Committee for 
20 years. He is a key man in Gov. Stratton’s 
downstate political organization. Mr. Buene- 
meyer is also a few other things. He is di- 
rector of mutuels at Fairmount Park and Ca- 
hokia Downs for the Illinois State Racing 
Board at $50 a day. He also operates the 
Midwest Landscape Service at Germantown. 

Where the Buenemeyer activities become 
really interesting is in the sale of landscape 
supplies and services to the Illinois State Di- 
vision of Parks and Memorials. In the period 
1955-58, these contracts to July 15 totaled 
$55,383. Does this violate the Illinois state 
law which forbids an employe of the state to 
be a supplier of the state? That is for the 
prosecuting officials, in particular State’s At- 
torneys Ackerman of Sangamon county and 
Schlarman of Clinton county, to find out. 

The list of Midwest Landscape Service’s 
sales to the Illinois parks includes flowering 
peaches arid blossoming crabs. It just could 
be that something else is budding among all 
‘that horticulture. 


‘Noodling’ Is the Word for It 


The amateur angler is a modest and hum- 
ble man. Given a grain of sense, he cannot be 
otherwise. He has spent too many hours 
wading cold water, being sunburned in a boat, 
breaking leaders and losing flies and lures 
with only an occasional fish to show for his 
patience and his persistence. He is not a 
complainer, mind you. He finds abundant 
rewards in “the contemplative man’s recrea- 
tion” without bringing enough trout to net to 
supply a restaurant. 

But he does become a little exasperated 
now and then by the experts who hold forth 
on fish and fishing. The Missouri fly-rod man 
who has been going to Montauk, Bennett 
Spring and Roaring River year after year will 
lift an eyebrow at the psychologists who, ac- 
cording to the National Geographic Society, 
“have cleared up one mystery: why hatchery 
trout were disappearing within a few days of 
being introduced into streams.” 

Hatcherymen feed trout by throwing food 
into the rearing pools, so a splash becomes 
a “chow call,” according to the experts. Once 
the fish are put on their own, the only 
splashes likely to be heard are those made 
by otters, blue herons or fishermen’s flies, 
they add, and the fish who responds courts 
death. One cannot speak for herons and 
otters, but a well-presented fly will alight si- 
lently. Splashers may take a bass, but hardly 
a trout. 

Still, a man who is modest and humble 
hesitates to argue with the experts—even 
when they go on to tell how two Austrians 
“after two years of labor and countless 
worms—trained trout even to allow them- 
selves to be petted.” Doesn’t every Ozark 
youngster know that even more than cats like 
to be petted behind the ears, rainbows enjoy 
being gently stroked? Perhaps those boys 
are the genuine experts. 


Go Slow on Bank Charters 


The St. Louis County Observer is quite 
right, we think, in urging Gov. Blair to call 
a halt, until after the November election, to 
the granting of new bank charters in the 
metropolitan area. 

Since it became evident that an initiative 
election would be held this year on a limited 
area branch banking proposal, the State Com- 
missioner of Finance has been flooded with 
applications for bank charters. 

Maybe these are all bona fide enterprises 
of people anxious to get into the banking 


business. But possibly, just possibly, some. 


of them are speculative ventures of people 
who are not interested in banking but think 
a bank charter might be a profitable thing 
to own if the initiative proposal should be 
adopted. In that event the downtown banks 
will be looking for branch locations, and the 
owners of existing charters may occupy an 
interesting position. 

We cannot believe that the need for new 
banks hag suddenly become so pressing in 
this area that the granting of new charters 
cannot wait until after Nov. 4. Then the 
state will know what the future structure of 
banking in the metropolitan area is going to 
be, and can make a more intelligent decision 
on charter applications.

It is true that in some 
eyes, this man represents the average man, who has 
achieved fame in spite of his apparent conformity to all 
the usual standards of being average. Possibly his contin- 
ued appearance represents a recognition on the part of the 
sponsor that all America wants to see the man lose.”

Now there’s an interesting point of view. Nad- 
ler has a hungry mien, not only in the sense of 
gobbling up all the money in miles around but in 
general appearance, and it’s quite possible there 
are millions of Americans sitting home praying for 
his defeat. After these birds get up to the five fig- 
ure numbers, they become the New York Yankees 
of quizdom and everybody (well, practically, every- 
body) hopes they lose. Unlike the Yankees, even- 
tually all quiz experts get defeated. 


“I don't care whether he wins or loses,”” says my cor- 
respondent, “I'd like to see him home with his family. I'm 
sure they are now comfortably provided for. If losing to 
him means a person isn't really smart, and if beating him 
is a mark of intellectual achievement, then even the nov- 
elty of quiz programs has been twisted into a sorry weapon.” 

Well, I'm afraid that’s the way it is. The quiz cham- 
pions are indeed held up as men of intellectual achieve- 
ment. Within what seemed minutes after she was defeated, 
Elfrida von Nardroff was on the covers of half a dozen Sun- 
day supplements. The quiz winners occupy the position 
once filled by Channel swimmers. They are the men of the 
hour. Well, after all, we have had some pretty silly celeb- 
rities in our time, up to and including flagpole sitters. 


But the difference is that quiz winners are— 
theoretically, at least—intellectual giants. “Orig- 
inally quizzes aroused our respect for factual 
knowledge and material prizes were an incentive 
both to participant and viewer. The program, ‘The 
$64,000 Challenge’ claims that with them ‘knowl- 
is king.’ I doubt it. Facts are simply aces high. 


“What has Nadler proved? It would be naive to ask— 
is he happy? Money can delude most into conditional ac- 
ceptance of their lot, usually with some sort of smile. I'd 
just like to ask him some day: ‘I don’t care what you 
know, but what do you think?’”’ 

I'm not sure I'd care to know what Theodore Nad- 
ler thinks.

THE ADMISSION of Alaska 
is providing more than just a 
forty-ninth state in the Union.

Now the title shifts to the 
Aleutian island of Attu, which, 
as a matter of fact, is so far 
west that it places the United 
States in the Eastern Hemis- 
phere for the first time. 


Statehood for Alaska also 
means adding three more time 
zones to the United States. 


When it’s 11 a.m. in New 
York and 10 am. in Chicago, 
it's 8 am. in Juneau, same as 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

But it’s 7 a.m. in Yakutat, 
6 a.m. in Fairbanks and An- 
chorage, and 5 a.m. in Nome 
and Attu. 

An Aleut woman, doing the 
Monday wash on Attu, can look 
west directly into Tuesday be- 
cause the International Date 
Line passes only a few miles 
from the island. 

In fact, they've even had to 


bend the date line a bit so 
that Attu can share the same 
day with the rest of us. 

People who wintered in Yel- 
lowstone National Park in 1933 
still like to talk about the low- 
est temperature ever recorded 
in the United States—60 de- 
grees below zero. 


They've got nothing to talk 
about any more. The mercury 
has been known to slide down 
to 90 below in several parts of 
Alaska. 

And by now, of course, every- 
body knows there's a certain 
state among the old 48 that no 
longer can claim it’s the big- 
gest. 

For the mapmaker, there was 
also the small but maddening 
matter of the geographical cen- 
ter of the United States. 

Ever since 1912, when Ari- 
zona and New Mexico went to 
the post as an entry, the heart 
of the nation has been in 
Smith county, Kansas. 

Even officials of the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, who had to figure it out, 
didn’t have the slightest idea 
where it was going to land this 
time. 

For a while they-thought it 
might not even be in the 
United States, since Alaska is 
separated from the rest of the 
49 by Canada. They thought it

The fur industry had its best 
year in 1947. When sales hit 
the $500,000,000 mark. Volume 
fell steadily in the succeeding 
years, hitting $237,000,000 in 
1954. It has come back since 
then and sales for 1958 are es- 
timated at. between $325,000,- 
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Dobson noted that one of 
the new items being market- 
ed this year is an avacado 
beaver jacket retailing for 
around $700.

However, after arriv- 
ing in Laos, Dr. Dooley was 
urged to set up his medical 
mission in Vang Vieng, far- 
ther south of the Red border.

ABOUT HALF the people of 
Vang Vieng were out to meet 
us when the trucks and jeeps 
of Operation Laos arrived in 
town. The word had spread 
that we were white medicine- 
men bringing powerful reme- 
dies to the people. Hence many 
of the women and children 
came with gifts of flowers, cu- 
cumbers and oranges. 


We found the Lao dispensary 
at one end of the square (actu- 
ally the area surrounding the 
town well) directly across from 
the home of Chao Moung or 
mayor. It was a low, white- 
washed building of three rooms. 
Since it had no living quarters, 
we were given a house at the 
southern end of the town. 


Norman Baker was our chief 
construction man, in the best 
Seabee tradition; and under 
his direction the boys went to 
work converting the dispensary 
into a small hospital. 

The medical supplies were 
uncrated, and the boys did an 
ingenious job of converting the 
empty boxes into tables and 
benches, and the cabinets in 
which to store our pharma- 
ceuticals. 

Our living quarters presented 
a tougher problem. This house 
was a typical Lao hut perched 
six feet above the ground on 
stout poles surrounded by a 
“porch” and reached by a lad- 


der. We climbed up, took 
one look inside, and came out 
shuddering. The place was 
filthy. 


The boys tore out everything 
inside the hut including the 
bamboo partition between the 
two rooms. They swept the 
ceiling clear of soot, cobwebs, 
and rats’ nésts, then went to 
work on the walls. When this 
accumulation of ancient crud 
had been swept out, they 
hauled up buckets of river 
water, broke out boxes of soap- 
powder and bleach, and 
swabbed the deck Navy-style. 

The villagers presented us 
with woven bamboo mats for 
floor covering, and we laid out 
our bedrolls and hung mosquito 
netting. Then we installed all 
the packing-crate bookcases, 
benches and tables, and placed 
two cots against the wall as 
lounges. This would be our 
“living room.” 

Pete Kessey insisted that 
even the poorest white trash 
back in Texas wouldn't live 
in such a place. Maybe so. But, 
at least, no one could ever say 
that the men of Operation 
Laos lived apart from the na- 
tives in an_ air-conditioned 
“American compound.” 

We never announced sick- 

call, and we needed no public- 
ity. ‘Only a few days after our 
arrival we were awakened one 
morning by sounds that were 
to become a familiar part of 
every dawn—the howls of sick- 
ly babies, the ‘hacking coughs 
of tubercular mothers. Why 
wait in line at the hospital, 
when you can camp on the doc- 
tor’s front porch! 


Frankly, I was overwhelm- 
ed by the horrible health 
conditions we found in Vang 
Vieng. These were yaws, tu- 
berculosis, pneumonia, ma- 
laria and diseases far more 
heart rending. I was appalled 
by the sight of so many wom- 
en mutilated and crippled in 
childbirth, and by the magy 
traumatic injuries long neg- 
lected and horribly infected. 


The hideous yaws we could 
cure with the “1-2-3 treatment” 
—one shot of penicillin, two 
bars of soap, and three days! 
There was little we could do 
about the tuberculosis except 
to control the paroxysms of 
coughing with cough syrup; for 
it is the wracking cough that 
frequently causes pneumonia 
and hastens the tubercular’s 
death, 

One of the most horrible 
diseases for us to treat was 
leprosy. Here the patients who 
gaped at us were just remnants 
of human beings, rotted and 
bloated beyond ordinary shape. 
In dealing with this loathsome 
disease I had constantly to 
suppress the strong urge of 
nausea. 

More than 50 per cent of 
the patients we saw had ma- 
laria. Usually these people had 
survived many attacks of the 
disease, and achieved a certain 
immunity; but they were left 
with greatly enlarged spleens.

Dooley’s Four-Legged Patients 


A new field of medicine was opened for Dr. Thomas 
A. Dooley in Laos, which he describes below. 


When the spleen is diseased, 
the blood loses some of its abil- 
ity to coagulate, and the slight- 
est cut or bruise can cause a 
serious hemorrhage. So we 
pumped vitamins into almost 
every patient we saw. 


One morning at sick-call a 
poor woman pushed a huge, 
smelly bundle of rags into my 
arms. I peeled away the layers 
of clothing and uncovered a 
baby about a year old. It was 
a hideous sight. The abdomen 
looked like an overblown bal- 
loon that was about to burst, 
the chest looked like a minia- 
ture birdcage. There was a tiny 
monkey face with wild, unsee- 
ing eyes. Kwashiorkor’s ° dis- 
ease! And this was only the 
first of countless cases we were 
to encounter in Laos. 


Kwashiorkor’s disease, fair- 
ly common among backward 
people in the tropics, is not 
caused by infection but by ig- 
norance. It is the grotesque 
result of malnutrition. Metab- 
olism fails, muscles waste 
away, liver and spleen are en- 
larged, the abdomen swells, 
and the heart and circulation 
are damaged. The end result is 
death. 

But this horrible process is 
reversible if caught in time. 
This was an extreme case. The 
mother. had fallen ill and was 
unable to nurse her baby: so, 
from the age of about six 
months, the child was fed only 
rice and water. 

Successful treatment of 
Kwashiorkor’s disease depends 
upon extremely cautious feed- 
ing so as not to overtax the 
weakened system. We injected 
vitamins, and then used the 
wonderful protein powder 
called MPF (Multi-Purpose 
Food) supplied to us by Meals 
for Millions. MPF can be used 
in many ways. Two ounces of 
the powder made into a broth, 
for example, provide proteins 
equivalent to a steak dinner. 

We put the baby on a diet of 
MPF solution and fruit juices 
and got remarkable results. 
The damage to the heart and 
eyes, unfortunately, was irre- 
versible. But the child lived. 

That night I told the boys 
that we were adding another 
project to our overloaded 
schedule. We were starting 
regular classes, open to all 
comers, in nutrition, hygiene 
and similar matters. There was 
entirely too much disease 
caused by ignorance in “our 
town.” We might as well get 
after it now. 


Every day, from dawn to 
high noon, we had = sick- 
call at the hospital. In the 


afternoons we loaded our faith- 
ful Agnes (already showing 
signs of age) and held “jeep- 
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ONE DAY a man came to Pete Kessey and

the power and strength of the 
trees, and the spirits of the an- 
cestors who are buried in the 
soil. Ghastly as this seems 
from the standpoint of sterility, 
it is astonishing that we never 
saw a single case of an infected 
umbilicus. 

Hence, we gave high priority 
to our midwife training pro- 
gram. There were about four 
practicing midwives in Vang 
Vieng when we arrived, and 
perhaps as Many more young 
girls who aspired to the calling. 
We won them over to our side, 
had them help around the hos- 
pital, and made them promise 
to call us for each childbirth. 
When we went on a call, we 
would take along one or two 
of the younger girls. And, al- 
ways, we carried a bag con- 
taining the wonderful mid- 
wife’s kit prepared and dis- 
tributed by CARE. Each of 
these kits contains gowns, 
gloves, cord ties, basins, bowls, 
dressings, soaps, towels, etc.,.— 
all the essentials for the de- 
livery of 25 babies. 

We taught the girls the prin- 
ciples of modern, asceptic mid- 
wifery, and the importance of 
post-partum care of the moth- 
er, including removal of the 
placenta. Then, after each one 
had delivered 25 babies under 
supervision, and had proved 
her proficiency and dedication, 
she was “graduated” with ap- 
propriate ceremony, climaxed 
by the presentation of the 
CARE kit—always the bag that 
I personally had carried and 
used. (This was extremely im- 
portant for “face.”) 

Just as in America nurses 
are “capped” at graduation, we 
“bagged” our midwives in 
Vang Vieng. And it worked. 
Those wonderful young wom- 
en, armed with their CARE 
kits and somewhat dedicated 
to the aseptic principles we 
taught them, have removed 
many of the old horrors from 
maternity in that part of Laos.

To the people, the Ameri- 
can doctor was a “mandarin” 
—high on the social totem 
pole. (Even Chai acquired 
a certain nobility by associa- 
tion and was always ad- 
dressed as Thanh, an hon- 
orific reserved for more im- 
portant personages.) But the 
trouble was that, according 
to long established custom, 
the humble Laotian’s head 
could never be higher than 
the mandarin’s. Consequent- 
ly, when examining a patient, 
I was forced to bend or squat

Campaign Funds Drive 


HYDE PARK, N.Y., Aug. 11. 

THE AMERICAN HERITAGE FOUNDATION is now 
conducting a bipartisan campaign that I believe is one of 
the most important ever seriously pushed by an organiza- 
tion in this country. 

The object is to encourage all Americans to invest $1 
or more in the political party of their choice to help 
finance the coming election campaigns. The slogan, which 
I hope will be published far and wide throughout the 
country, is: “Want to keep politics clean? Don’t pass the 
buck—give a buck to the party of your choice.” 

I happen to be one of the trustees of the foundation. 
Why should we be interested in. this kind of a drive? I 
think the facts speak for themselves. 


In 1956 the money spent on political cam- 
paigns is estimated to have been $200,000,000, yet 
only 2 per cent of the population contributed to 
those campaign funds. This means that while a 
few people who were simply interested in help- 
ing their particular parties contributed money 
without expecting any special favors in return, 
there probably were many more among that 2 per 
cent who contributed large sums because they had 
“special interests” for which they expected to get 
consideration from one party or the other. 


To avoid putting a successful candidate or his party 
managers under obligation to self-interested large con- 
tributors, it is essential that campaign contributions come 
from the masses of the American people in small sums. 
A dollar or more is not too much to ask anyone to invest 
to make sure that our elected officeholders will not be 
tied by obligations to individuals or special-interest groups 
who have supported him (or her) financially during the 
campaign. 

How will this drive for small contributions be con- 
ducted? 

Republican party workers will canvass for funds from 
Sept. 14 to Oct. 14. This gives them an entire month to 
conduct a house-to-house fund-raising drive throughout the 
country. 


The Democrats have decided to do it dif- 
ferently. They will have an intensive four-day 
drive from Sept. 26 to Sept. 29, inclusive. This will 
require even better organization of party ma- 
chinery throughout the country than the Republi- 
cans’ method, but if the Democrats are well 
organized it will mean fewer days in which people 
will be having their doorbells rung by solicitors 
for $1 or more. 


The main point, of course, is that no matter how this 
drive is carried out it should be carefully and thoroughly 
organized, so that every American citizen in every com- 
munity is given the opportunity of joining in this truly 
sensible plan to give us elected officials who will not be 
handicapped by owing a debt of gratitude to any particular 
set of special interests.
